The GALA Cit GALA Civil Rights Committee has been hard at work seeking and 
finding lots of support for the recommendation of the Alberta Human Rights 
Commission..The Commission has recommended that lesbians and gay men be 
protected in their employment. This recommendation is now before the 
Minister of Labour, Les Young. We hope our actions will persuade him to 
bring the matter before the whole legislature, otherwise he may choose to 
ignore the matter and our opportunity for protection under the law would 
be lost. At this point Mr. Young seems willing to listen and has indicated 
that the matter will be dealt-with in the spring.

THE LETTER CAMPATGN 

We thankyou for signing your name. Those of you who were able to sign 
your whole name and address are now recieving replys.

However, it seems the matter has 
been discussed in caucus and a standard reply chosen: ie..."I will forward 
your letter to the Minister of Labour." We hope you are not satisfied! Do 
write them back. Keep a dialogue going. The Write for Rights Campaign will 
continue at clubs and various functions in our community. 


THE MEETING 

A delegation from GALA Civil Rights Committee will meet with the Min- 
ister of Labour on December 10 to discuss the recommendation of the AHRC and 
the brief. At this meeting we will request an opportunity to meet with the 
entire caucus and that the recommendation of the AHRC be extended to tenancy 
and public services.
